In the midst of this 
came Germany's ultimatum to Russia 
to demobilise followed by a declaration 
of war. She herself already -was mob¬ 
ilised.

the queation* of accommodation and 
efficient atafflng. Hut lack of open 
dissatisfaction docs not necessarily 
mean po msch* ion of the l*e#t, and It la 
very much open to del»ote as to wheth¬ 
er In the opinion of the majority of 
the parents we have the beat system 
In that whereby our boys and girls 
are thrown together In such close con¬ 
tact all their school live#. 

There can be no doubt that there 
must ho some value In the system en¬ 
dorsed by many of the greatest auth¬ 
orities of'the world. This is the sys¬ 
tem of Infants In mixed schools taught 
by women, girls ovsr nine or ten in 
girls’ schools taught by women, boy* 
over nine or ten In boys’ school tuught 
by men, followed by boys’ high schools 
and girls’ high schools. 

The oplnWwi t»f the teaching profes¬ 
sion in this country ta not known to 
the writer, who. however, can vouch 
for the fact that in the Old Country it 
Is overwhelmingly In favor of the sys¬ 
tem they lutve, and It may be readily 
believed that women teachers, even 
those who can and do get perfect dis¬ 
cipline and sympathetic treatment
